Yours of March 26 has just come to hand, YY thank you for your 
kind interest im my health, It seems almost too much for yous | special 
anxiety about the health of all those in your charge, It has been a very 
sickly winter, not only here but also in nearly every other country, and 
we have had scarcety our share, so we have special reason to he grateful, 

/ have just returned from another mma” trip to Ordoo, heing pre- 
sent at a Communion season ji the Armenian church, For fen days | was e@n- 
gaged, as on former visits, in most delighful redicious work, of etisiel 
cannot now give a detailed account, The Greeks had bought a house, but 
needed some of the adjoining premises in order to be able to plan their 
building for schoo h=and chapel uses. They are receiving some help through 
the Alliance, but with alt that poor sick Dr. Constantine can do for them, 
and the ard that | amasking, they will still have a very heavy burden to 
carry. You know that Dr: Constantine in the people doing their 
utmost, and there is no danger that they will 4¢@ helped too much. Mhe peo- 
ple, though numerous, are alt-poor, If they did not go to Russta and other 
distant regions, to wander from house to house for jobs of tinning copper 
vessels, they would-have absotdutetly nothing to cive, or even to live on, 
Returning with from fifty to a hundred dottars in hand, it is interesting 
(0 see how they pay up their debt to the Lord before they begin to make 
provision for their neody families, You must not forge? that this poor 


people strain every nerve to make up the sum, something like $400, that 
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falls on them for current expenses, What can we expect of them when the 
additional burden of building is put on them ? 


You suggest that | oet this item for bui lding into the regular esti- 


mates, As only three days ago | received word that our rerular estimates 
for nex? year must be reduced by about 17 % | should regard your sugves- 
tion, if from almost any other source, as a grim bit of satire. Certainly 
if | have been unable to get this item into the regular estimates hereto; 
fore, how can / do it when they are cut down 1/ %? Are you not aware that 
such a stash into our regular estimates will necessitates fhe heaving over. 
horrd of many items already there ? | do not understard why this reduction 
1s made, With an increasing income, why should our work be cut down ? For 
many years we have had to be very careful that no children should be born 
to us, for the struggle was att we could bear to clothe and feed those al- 
ready born, Now we must begin to put those born 9” short allowarce, or 
furr some of them out of doors altogether.

My Dear Dr. Smith 

[ wrote you a long letter dated the 18th inst., in which I gave 
an account of the diffioultios that I have boon 2noountoring here during 
the past two or three yosars. I would not have troubled you with such a 
lengthy account if the Mission had not ordered a copy of the report tobe 
of the deputation sont here to be forwarded to you. The repert was sO erro= 
neous in many of its statements, and was so colored by the partigan in- 
formation that was before them before coming here, that I was obliged to 
write at great lengthy and I fear even now that the caso is not fully bo- 
fore you. As Mr. Dwight distinctly stated, the doputatioh came here under 
the impression that the honor of the pastorate had been trodden on by tha 
p?opla snoouraged by tha missionary, and it must be vindicated. The brief 
time given to investigation here did not allow of my complete vindication. 
Then the Mission mesting followed imnodiataly before thare was timo for 
the tids to turn, It is true I was there to offer my defensc, but thoare 
was no-one to correct tha orroneous impressions prévailing among the na- 
tive brethren, at the samo tima thare Was ons there who was steadily and 
purposely my attitude, You know what. a strong feoling pro- 
vailed among the native brethren in the vicinity of Const’ ple a fow yoars 
ago against the missionaries, ne ssltating the dsputation from America, 
Drs. Chapin and Mead. that time as has ceased, but . 
much of the old fooling remains. Qng of the bast mon in tha Erzroom congre=

I do not know that cavibtihe that I oan say is likely to move the 
fe mission in its determination to carry ont its proposed plan of action 
respecting this station and the miselonsty located here. But I cannot for- 
bear doing my whole duty, whioh will relieve me of responsibility, what- 
ever be the issue. It is now twenty-seven years that I have known this 
field intimately, and unless my opinion is to be set aside altogether, it

sionaries for relief, They in turn referred the matter to the Eastern Tur- 
key Mission, which voted that the peeprent writer be authorized to complete 
the shops with advance rent, also to bnild a chapel within the walls al- 


ready built. This it was impossible to doy as no one could touch the pre- 
mises withont first paying the debt resting on them, Subsequently the Mis- 
sion authorised me to pay the debt and build the chapel, without regard. to 
the shops, which plan was completed in the early months of 1867, the whole 
expenditure amounting to about 200 liras, The community had taken great in- 
terest in the bnilding of the chapel, and it was hoped it might prove a 
tallying point for the reunion of the distracted congregation. Unfortu- 
nately this hope was not realised, and as it became cyident that the peso- 
ple could never be persuaded to mnite on this man as pastor, the mission- 
aries endeavored to persuade the pastor to enter some other field. But 

he declined to leave TrebDisondy his native place, and where he had built 

& commodio ug house on the family homestead, though at the expense of a 8 = 
rious quarrel with his brother, At last the station felt compelled to 
withhold the aid which it had been granting:, In those days, unfortutately, 
assistance was generally paid directly to the pastors and preacher’, g0 in 
withholding this aid it was withheld fromthe pastor, He continued, how- 
ever, tO preach, gupporting himself by a commission agency. He also suc- 
ceeded in getting the shops finished and put them to rent. I had boarded 
them up y in the hope, they might continue in that shape, for I feared they 
would always be an apple of disoord in the community, 

Meanwhile the community for the most part refused to attend Pastor Hk 
sérvices, the children were growing up without a school, or suitable reli- 
gious instruction, and yet the pastor held firmly to his position, entire 
ly unmoved at the desolation that was visiting the Protestant work, From 
time to time it was suggested to the pastor whether it would not be well 
to effect a change, At last in the spring of 1877 he announced that he was 
ready to resign when his claims against the community were settled, On in- 
quiring what these claims were, he presented an account of nearly 900 li- 
Tras This was made up of items covering a period of some twenty years; 
for chapel repairs, for fuel, for back salaryy &., with compound interest 
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at 16 % In the month of May of that year we took our families to Trebi- 


gond on account of the war. Immediately a committee was organized on the 
part of the community, and the examination of the account beg4n, In a lit- 
tle while it became c«vyident that the account was without foundation, for, 
after the interest and inadmissable items were thrown out it appeared that 
he was debtor rather than creditor, But still he pressed his claim in ful', 
For the greater’part of a year the committes held sittings with Hovagimian, 
son-in-law of the pastor who was acting for him, trying to agree on some 
compromise. But nothing having beén accomplished, the comnunity at last 
appealed to the chief man of the Protestant community in Const’ ple, who 
came here-in the spring of 1878, and after some two weeks cxamination of 

» the cass, he returned and made such a report to the Protestant council in 

Const’ple, that although it seemed that something was due the comounity 

from the pastory yet the community should demand nothing of him, At the 
same time an order was sent through the government to have the property

My wife is afraid I may weary you with my frequent epistles, but 
I trust you will be patient when you realize how serfous to usy and I my 
adi to the cause of missions, ic the case we pload, 

I have lately learned something of tie motives that actuated the mig-= 
sion when passing the resolutions respecting me, Doubt]oes; mombor: of the 
mission will offer similar explanations to you, and I make histe to offer 
a few explanations also. 

Iam told that "there is a strong feeling, both among nitives and mis- 

ionarles, that yony (I) have not been able to gain the sympathy and sonfi- 
dence of the people in such a way 1s to foster the work to he best adyan- 
tigey H gopos, (the Ordoo Armenian prstory ) to the contrary notwith- 
standing.’' It is not stated what “natives” are hore referred toy bni ag 
this informtion reaches me from Oonst’ple, it is probable thoy are from 
that vicinity. But as I have no direct relations with them, they must have 
gained their impression: from what they have haard, Who then Las told them 
onyeoiag ? In my letter of July 26 I told you of the Felician quarrel, ind 
how family of the deosased prstor felt that they had besn doprived of thei¥ 
righty and having the impression that I have beon largely responsible for 
this isone, thoy have never failod of an opportunity to defame my, though 
aluwost continually enjoying favors it my hands, In Scutari lives 1 Protes= 
tanty formerly of this place, of whom one of the missionaries that he was 


i mirked hiter of missionaries, This man is a sympithizer with the Felio.a 


family, wd his miny times started the roport that I was to be sent away 
from Trebizond, This man, being a church-membery Sibb th-sohool teacher, 
. former gtudent in Bebek, aud many years 1 teadher, his opinian carries 
some weight, But what he says of me is in the bitterest partisan spirit, 
though I have often befriended himy and he owes me nothing but gratitude 
He has however, helped to poison the atmosphere of Qonst’ple with slanders 
heaped on me, I have known this before, but I could not have believed that 


his and the Felician influence could bring things to this pass, Ido not 


suppose that the missionarie; have listened direstly to such a man is this, 
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whoce unworthines: they wel! know, But. when the air has been once filled 
with a certain sentimenty it is diffi oult io detec’ its orig n, But, I ap= 
peal to youy is it right to accept a sentiment of hostility (0 a brother 
Iai ssionary without knowing its origin and foundation % And agiin is it 


right or honcrable or Christian to reject the testimony of a mn like the 


Armenian pristor in Ordoo in wy favor, in order to hold to this prejudice 
which bas grown up agsinst me ? Let them first prove him to be wrongy and 
then reject his testimony. As one mis lonaryy who yoted agiinst the ac- 
tion of the W TM. y Why should they not give me tho benefit of the doubt 7? 
Why should they not accept testimony in my favery, in preference to hos- 
tile testimony ? Would not that be evidence of friendliness, and wheu ore 
rejects friendly testimony and admits that which is hostiloy i: ‘t moi a 
mrk of unfriendliness? I am sorry to find such evidence of prejudice, but 
if it eX.stsy I must call your atteniion 1o it. 

Tam told further that “personal characteristics and methods of tho't 
and work are strong factors in determining one’s position,” I should not

You must have learned of the unhappy straits into which we are 
thrown, just at the end of our third decade of missionary work, As the 


late events here sesmed an insufficient reason for the action of the 


mission, I have been led to geek other reasons, and have discovered that 
the mission acted under an impression that had been growing upon them 
that I had failed to “gain the confidence and sympathy of the people,” 
In opposition to this view I have already sent the very decided testimo= 
ny of the Armenian pastor at Ordoo that I have the confidence and love 
of all in this field except two families here, one of those families be- 
ing the family of the decoasecd pastory whose case gave s0 much trouble 
12 and 13 years ago, But that family became greatly embittered against 
‘me at that time, and though outwardly friendly during the intervening 
years, haweyet been busy in defaming me all they could. In thege parts 


- their influence has besn and is about nil, so their position has attract- 
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\@ ed little attention, But with one or two emissaries in Constantinople 
4 they have apparently been able to prejudice enough people, native and 
' Missionary, as to make possible the present outcome of affairs. 

Now it may be said that I did not manage that affair well, and s0 
needlessly brought them down on me. On this point I wish to quote from 
oné or two of your letters, and for that reason I address you at this 
time, Writing of the pastor here on Jan. 24, 1878, you say, “He is s6yis» 
Consiy, 8 scoundrel, or to put it more mildly, a Christian brother labor- 
ing very great embarrassment from his lowe of greed and selfishness,” 
Then writing on March 12) of the same yeary you sayy “I do not think 
that there is any escape from the conviction that your native pastor at 
Trebizond ig a thoroughly unworthy man,. I do not see how you can get 
along with himor the people sither, I hoped yon might succecd in some 
way in getting the property into your hands without a formal break with 

him, but the facts you comnunicate sesm to be very decisive on the sub- 


jeot, and if there is such a thing as getting a council or a commission 


to investigate the matter, it ought to be done, = = = ~ But I doubt if

he will submit the matter to any referess or any council. I do not see i 
but you will do best to make out the case and get a writ of ejectment, 
if such a thing is possible, through the influence of Mr. Maynard or . 
others, I think the man must be put out gently and. good naturedly if you, 
Gany but anyhow put out of the premises, It will require probably prot=3 
ty vigerous treatment } but a man who is plainly a villain has no very § 
gréat right to complain of being treated justly, or if he does complain, 4 
he may pour forth his griefs into unappreciating I think the time wf

Fnoouraged by such advice, and cooperating with the people, two men } 


were called from Const’ple’ but only one came at last, Hagop Effendi 
Matteosian, then Chief of the Protestants, and through his labors the pases 
tor was finally ejected and the property placed in the hands of the saa 


ple. But we the pastor died in the midst of the struggle, and the widow I 
and two of her ehildren goon-after visited Const’ple, so moving the syn 


pathies of certain pastors and others as to lead them to recommend to 
the people to give as a gratuity to the family the sum of £t120, This 
sum the people have never seen the propriety of payingy nor have they 


besn able to do soy as their money is more than taken up in current ex- 
pensés, But the family are stil] in hope of getting this money, and in 
this late strife they have hoped things would so turn that they would 
get this moneyy and would even be able to get the original olaim opened 
up and find themselves once more in possession of the property, Now, in 
order to realise al! this, one chief effort of theirs has been to get me 
out of the way, although they greatly exaggerate my ageney in tp ong 
Several times I have heard during these late years through their emi ssa- 
ry in Gonst’ple that I was to be sent away, Now, to illustrate to you 
how bitter and unreasonable native opposition oan be, I will give an ox- 
tract froma letter of Drs Greene’s, dated July 27, 1874. He says, "The 
course of certain men in this region who are making the Tidag news paper) 
the mouthpiece of mistaken, false and vituperative representations of 
Missionaries saddens us much. We wi sh to treat our brethren with all jus 


tice and generosity, but almost despair of any publio discussion free

from foul persona] and bitter atiaoks, I have studied every possible way 


to kesp the psags with the Tidag, but it seoms like throwing pearls be= 


fore swine, It lives by contention. J] mean to let it alone, and try ito 


have other brethren let it alone, and go see if it won't die.” Now so 
far as I ole those men had no such direct personal motive in their op- 
position this Folician family have had, Nor was their opposi-s 
tion songontrated on +4) Missionary, But here the bitterness is inten- 
affling of their 
sifie by to get money unjustly, and the opposition is eoncentrae 
ted on on@ missionary, The attacks, tooy have not been open like those 
in the Tidag, but sly and insinuating so that I should know nothing of 
their eXistence or naturey until I wake up to find my reputation under- 
minédy even my brother missionaries having so far drunk in the prejudice 
that I fail of their support. Surely, if I must go down under this at- 
tacky it will be a triumph of slander, 


Ido not wish to misjudge any oney nor would I exalt my own succes: 
as 4 missionary, I am eonscious enough of my short-comings, and I pray 
day by day to be made more fait bful and useful in this blessed work. But 
when I am attaekedy when I feel that unjust charges are made og inst mey 
when stories are told of me which cannot be substantiatedy am I not jus- 
tified in making wy defense ? I think so, I simply ask justice, I trust 
that the friends in Boston will see that justice is done ms, 

T understatd that Mr. Gole has written Dr. Smith defending my course 
in the controversy of 12 years ago. Mr. Oolo knows that busines: better 
than any other ima besides mey ho knows me too as we were associates for 
12 years, and his testimony is of great value, 

This is a strange experience for me to be calied to mect after 27 - 
years of service in the field, If it were not for such passages as Isa, 
43:2 we should go down utterly, But buoyed up by the precious promises 
of God we Gany to some eXtent at least, rise above our troubles and re- 
joics in God, The bitterness of our sorrow is the same that David felt, 
Pe.

I wish in this letter to say some things that were in my minc to 
say before. You have often alluded to the sending a laay to Trebi-e- 
zona as an "increase of rorce." It is not exactly correct to use that 
expression even of Trebizond alone, when you consider how many times 
we have had missionaries voted us, and have not had them with us bee .- 
causewe were not in this country to work to find the right candidate. 
Or, aS in the case of our daughter, sickness prevented. 

But if you look at the field at large in Turkey, you wiki see at 
once that there has been a large decrease of force. Look at irzroom,. 

A little while ago, there were three missionaries ana three ladies 
there 3}; now all is reduced to one missionary with Miss Knapp borrowed 
from Bitlis.the same is true of Van and Bitlis. The force, too, in 
Constantinople has largely decreased these later years. I suppose 

the same may be said of other places. I am sure Mr. Wiggin or the 
Treasurer of the Woman's Board would tell you that far less money is 
now called for to support missionaries in Turkey than formerly.Now if 
a lady sent to Trebizond at this time were regarded’ a@s an increase 
just at that point, (which I do not admit,) the supply in Turkey as a 
Whole would still remain far below the former figure. I beg, therefore, 
that our case be not handicapped by calling it "an increase of force." 

Perhaps I may be allowed to add that in my estimation, the princi- 
ple of supporting an "old". work because it is old, and of refusing to 
consider the claim of a new work because it is "new," is a vicious 
principle. There is old work that better be cut off, to support it is

T have come to this place in order to be present at the exercises ate 
tending the onenine of the new church for the Greeks, The first service — 
mas held on sunday the 1Ath inst., when by invitation of the Greeks, the 
irmenian conerevcation was also present, accompanied by their Pastr, Rev. 
Hagopos Der Kalusdian, who preached the first sermon. This wis eminently 
fitting as for several. years, at the beginning the work was in the hands 
of this «armenian Bastor, and many Greeks still look un to him as their 
spiritual father. The services continued through last week, meetings being 
held each evening, the series concluding with the Lord’s. Sunnver, celebra- 
ted in the evening of the Necessarily the lancuage was Turkish, .- 
which, fortunately, both nastors can use freely, and the men car under- 
stand, though it is unintelligible to many of the women and children. The 
new church, with its gallery at one ond and the class rooms under, that mav 
be thrown into the main audience roon, comfortably seats: 800, and Wath +, 
crowding a thousand may be accommodated. cicknoss dctained many and at the 
last the weather was very inclement,.but the church was well filled with 
audiences ranging from 600 to 750 through the entire elght days, A bitter

Yesterday afternoon I received from the hands 
of Mr Thompson a check for Five Hundred [500.] Turkish Liras, the indemnity 
paid by the Turkish Government in the Marsovan case. Mr Thompson informed me 
that the official permit to rebuild, and the “Firman” exempting the school 
property from taxes, and giving the school Government authorization, would 
follow in due course, having been pledged by the Government to our Legation. 

The punishment of the officials concerned does not seem to have been 
done in a very satisfactory way, one official, namely, the ehief of police 
seems to have been placed in prison and probably will receive some graver 
punishment. As to the others the Government seems to have been satisfied 
with simply sending them away, and it does not yet appear whether this is a 
sort of vacation or anything more serious. We are glad however that so much 
has been done, and that the present situation is peaceful.

The Sultan, [ am told, gave them up with great reluce 
ance, feeling that they ought to be punished; but he had to yield to pressure, 
Five of those condemned to death with the professors, were executed at 
ngora last week, It seems to be the impression here that they merited their 
punishment for they were murderers and highway robbers, apart from political cone 
sections, though arrested on the Armenian difficulties, The robbertes were in part 
am told in the interest of the Armenian Society. I understand that the British 
mbassy agreed to these executions. 

There have been rumors of further uprisings; but later reports do not

My attention has just been called to a matter 


concerning which I have been deputed to write you, but which, I regret to say, 
it have overlooked in the multitude of my cares during the past summer, 

You will recall the sad state of famine and want which existed several 
years ago tn the region of Adana, and the appeals which were made through the 


elief Committee in Constantinople and England, and through yourself in America, 
ind also the generous response that followed the mere statement by ourselves 

of want existing in that region, 

The Famine Committee at Constantinople have always felt that the funds 
thus entrusted to it, were sacred to the uses for which they were given by the 


doners, and that we could not justify ourselves in using the funds so collected 


for the ordinary purposes of mission work, ‘I feel very keenly the sense of 


responsibility in the direction just indicated, and I know that the same feeling 


is shared by every member of the Committee. Of course in the distribution of 

the funds referred to, we were obliged to give large discretion to the missionary 
On the field, Mr Montgomery, leaving to him the disbursment of the funds remitted 
8s should to him seem best, and relying upon his statement and representation 


of needs existing in that field, 


I remember distinctly that our appeals were most severely criticised

of the needs in the case, and I think that seme of the brethren on the field, 
notably Mr Christie, felt that the distribution was not in all respects such 

as fulfilled the statement made in the appeals for help. As the work went on 
Mr Montgomery encountered great opposition from the Government, They challenged 
the correctness of his statements as to the existence of famine, and accused 
him ef collecting money to be used in proselyting efforts, and for building up 
the Protestant Community in that locality, under pretense of benevolent work 

in a time of great distress, 

This criticism was so strong as to compel Mr Montgomery to rettre from 
his work of general distribution to the needs of the suffering, and in order to 
escape diffieulty with the Government, he undertook the erection of a large 
building, thus employing the needy instead of simply giving to them without any 
return, The result of this work was the erection of a large brick building for 
Which neither he nor the community — any need. The site was a field or common 
Which the Government had set apart a good while ago to the Protestant Community 
for a grave yard, but which later it was forbidden to use for that purpose, it 
being too near the city. At the time of the erection of the building the tract 
was an unused field or common, under the control of the community. by virtue of 
the grant referred to above. the building, therefore, stands on ground given by 
the Government fer publie purposes, Later when it beeame needful in order to 
protect the building frem the weather, to cover the unfinished structure with a 


Suitable reef, and when further expenses for texes,which the Government seems to 


have levied upon the building, involving an outlay stated by Mr Mead in one 
letter as being 107 in another as 109 Leras, it was left to the missionaries to 
do this work and meet the expense. This expense I am told came frem Station 
funds appropriated for other purposes, although I am unable to trace it in the 


Station accounts 
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Mr Mead also received as rent for the building a sum of between 30 and 
40 Leras which also seems not to have been reported in the Station account. 

The building is said now to be worth about 1500 Leras, and at Mr Mead’s 
suggestion last winter, and understanding that no objection would be raised by 
the community, it seemed fitting and proper to dispese of the building to Dr. 
Metheney, a medical missionary of the Reformed Presbyterian Church, located at 
Mersene, for a Hospital which he intended to found in the city of Adana, and to 
accept of Dr Metheny’s offer of 700 Leras, understanding that by this means the 
funds donated, as referred to above, would thus have filled the double purpose 
of relieving first the needs of that community in its distress, and secondly 
providing a hospital which might stand as a monument to the generous response 
bade by the American people to the cry of distress from that guarter. 

We were very much disappointed when we learned that this plan was not 
satisfactory to the native community in Adana, and that their ground for dis- 
satisfaction lay in the fact that Dr Metheney’s purchase money would be returned 
o the Relief Committee in Constantinople for the relief of distress similar to 
thet to which it had responded in the Adana district, but that they wished the 
hole of it to be expended in their own city and upon their own institutions, 

In this crises prMe theney very generously consented to give to the 
community,over and above We 700 Leras mentioned above, apresent of i00 Leras,. 
This did not seem to satisfy them, they wanted it all. The matter came to a 
dead lock at this stage. Dr Metheney coming to Constantinopje and agreeing 


himself heartily with the fiews of the Relief Committee here. afterwards a 


Dr.Mathews, Secretary of the Pan-Presbyterian Alliance, London, whose acciden-~ 


tal call at Mersene and Adana at this time gave him an opportunity to get 
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acquainted with this affair, and who seems to have taken entirely the Native 
view of the matter, and who presented the same to us, Dr.Mathews was here 


during our Annual-Meeting; he stated the Native side of the matter quite earnest-~ 


ly, presenting to the Committee the enclosed lettere from from Mrs Montgomery 
and Mr Christie. The Committee had several sessions with Dr Mathews; Dr Petti- 
bone and Dr Farnsworth, both of whom were members of the investigation committee 
sent from here to investigate Mr Non tgenery*s work and accounts, were both 
present; they failed to corroberate the views which are referred to by Mrs 
Montgomery as indulged in by the Native Community as given by this Committee. 

At any rate the investigating committee failed on their return to make any 


report of this feature of the case to the Relief Committee here, 


Dr Pettibone always expressed himself as surprised at the position 
taken by the Community in this regard, 
The Relief Committee now wishes to refer the matter to the Prudential 
ava Who.

It is much to be regretted that present accomodations are net at all 


inviting, and for this reason the school has lost valuable patronage, 


We have been very strongly impressed with the demand for new buildings, 


as one that cannot longer be put aside without seriously crippling the progress 


of the school toward that position which we have always been looking forward to 


in this institution, namely; self support. The school is so near Constantinople, 


| 


and has always sustained so high a repuation for thoroughness in its system 
of instruction, and for a good Christian influence, as to make it more and more 
sought after by parents and others seeking a good and safe place for the schoole 
ing of those under their charge. 

It is very much to be regretted that the present buildings, some of 
Which are held under leases soon to expire, are not either convenient or suite 
able for the purposes to which they are devoted. The main building which furnishe| 
€8 school room and dormitories in part, is a large, barn-like structure originally | 
built as a silk factory. It never can be made to have the neat and inviting 


appearance which a school of this character should have in order to assist in 


the proper training of boys, and to impress parents and guardians with the 
thought that the pupils will gain in the institution that refinement and tratn~ 


ing in habits and manners which they expect from an American school, or even that 
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in the matter of health thay will be altogether safe, 

There seems to be every reason to believe that the school from its 
present good name, and its nearness to Constantinople, might expect almost 
immediately in case it was properly housed to pay its entire expenses, excepting 
perhaps the salary of the resiient missionary. 

When it ts remembered that a large majority of the pupils are from 
non-protestant families, I am sure that you will agree that the opportunity 
before us is an anusually inviting one. Already the Catholics are on the ground 
and have erected new buildings which sooner or later must give them an soeue 
advantage, 

The schools course is so arranged to give a good business education, 
In the case of many noneprotestant boys nothing further is sought, and this 
makes it doubly important that our only opportunity with such, who are destined 
to become in the future the bankers and merchants of Constantinople, should be 
such as to give them a schooling worthy of our Mission, and also such as to 
attract as many as possible from the leading families in the city, 

The location at Bardezag, or Nicomedia, is exceedingly well chosen; 
it is near enough to Constantinople to draw pupiis from the city, and far enough 
away to be free from the objectionable features of city life, and also to ensure 


cheapness of living and healthy location. 


Whatever may be our decision for the location of the school as between 
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Bardezag and Nicomedia, the need for new buildings is alike imperative. The 
considerations mentioned heretofore as to the unsuitableness of the present 
bulldings, the expiratien of the leases of the houses occupied by Mr Chambers 
and for the dormitories in part, and the absolute necessity of new buildings 
in case of removal to Nicomedia, make it imperative that something be done in 
the near future to provide a fitting home for this promising school, 

In view of these considerations and the strong probability referred 
to heretofore, namely; that with suitable accomodations the school might soon 
be expected to assume self support, it was unanimously decided by the Trustees 
to lay the question once more before you in the hope that some way might be 
found for securing the much needed buildings. 

This matter has also received the endorsement of the Annual Meeting, 
and an estimate has been inserted in the contingent list covering the proposed 
expenditure,

I wrote you some time ago in regard to Miss, 
Chambers movements to the effect that she might not, in view of the lateness 
of the season,and the want of escort, be able to go forward from this point 
during the present season. After waiting here until the present,without any 
change in the situation as to quarantine, and there being no opportunity to 
send her forward, she has accepted a very cordial invitation from Mr. Chambers 
to spend the time in Baghchejik where she will have the very best opportunity 
for the study of Armenian language. Miss. Chambers has gone to Baghchejik and 
is applying herself to the language. 

From all that we hear in regard to the situation in Erzroom, and the 
road to that place, this seemed to have been the only course to take, There 
is a quarantine between here and Trebizond, The cholera still continues 
in the e&ty of Trebizond so that steamers seldom touch at that point, and. 
only the smaller and less comfortable steamers touch at all, There is a 
quarantine of ten days between Trebizond and Erzroon, and at this season of 
the year the road between Trebizond and Erzroom is liable to be blocked with 
snow, and in making the trip one is liable to encounter very severe storms, 

In addition to this we were informed that in consequence of the famine in 

Erzroom and vicinity, the work there is nearly at a stand still. In view of 

all this we deemed it unwise to insist that Miss. Chambers should go forward, 

braving all these difficulties and dangers alone; and as no better opportunity 

can be afforded here anywhere for the study of the language than at Baghchejik, 

we felt that her going there was a good solution of the matter.

Referring to the enclosed from Mrs. Newell, it seems to us here 
that a publication of wnat she has written might serve to bring in some Con- 
tributions, and if you approve will you please put in into what you consider 
the most promising channels. Ves. Newel] has a large number of destitute 
people on her hands. The American colony have given personally in money, 
Clothing, bedding, etc, for the relief of these ooor oeocle who are suffering 
in consequence of the earthquake. Had the money gathered by the Christian 
Herald, and through other channels, been entrusted to any of the Americans 
acauainted with the circumstances it would have met a much needed want. As 
it was sent to the Embassacor, and nis relations with the Government being 
such as to make him think that the Government itself ought to receive his 
recognition. It has accomolished little towards meeting the real purpees 
for which it was given. 

This leads me to refer to a letter lately received from Dr. Barton in 
which he refers to the estimation in which our Minister here is held at the 
State Department in Washington.

Rev. Judson Smith, D, D., 
Boston, Mass, 
Dear Dr. Smith;- 

Some time ago I wrote you in regard to Mr. Richardson’s 
arrival. Since his arrival he has been in the British Hospital under the care 
of Dr. Patterson, one of the best physicians in the city. Dr. Patterson has 
been very kind in receiving Mr. Richardson, and in taking him at a special rate 
so that this form of medical attendance will prove to be the cheapest possible, 
while at the same time he has the very best of care. I have Jyst come from the 
hospital where I have had a long conversation with the doctor in regard to his 
case. He is not a very sick man, and his Case does not call for very serious 
treatment; the most serious aspect of his case seems to be a run: down condition: 
of his nervous system. This is something calling for rest and change rather 
than for hospital treatment, and the doctor assures me that after a few, days 
he would be glad to see him start off on a sea voyage. This seems to indicate 
that the best course:‘is for him to return to America. ‘I have talked with 
Me. Richardson. to this effect, and find that he is quite orepared to follow. the 
doctors advice on this point. 


In view of possible political complications it seems to us here that his 


family ought to be encouraged to leave Erzingan as soon as the condition of the 


roads will permit.

E I have your letter of June 10th. .[ have already 
3 informed Mr. Wiggin of the departure of the Richardsons, and of my charges on 
thede account for traveling expenses, etc. Your wish in regard to them that 
‘ they should push on with as little delay as possible, was fully appreciated 
a here, and acted upon, I hardly think it would be fair to say that they tarried 


. here beyond what was necessary for a reasonable rest and some needful dress- 


~ ‘ making, etc. They were at our house during the greater part of their stay in 
Constantinople, Mr. Richardson coming to us before the arrival of his family. 
We saw a good deal of them, and became quite thoroughly satisfied of Mr. Richard- 
son*s need for a complete change of scené,and rest. 

I Wave to-day received a letter dated at London June 28th, stating that 
they arrived there on the 22nd of June, and that they expected to sail on the 
29th, by the “Paris”, for New York, 

The Armenian question at present has rather a “blue”look, altho I understand 
that the British Ambassador represents that the two Powers working with him are 


perfect. accord with his position. Still it is peported outsidd, on what 


seems to be pretty good authority, that Russia is playing a trick gamé, and while

she aopears to be in harmony with England, is secretly helping the Turks to resist 
the united demands. It is also said, I really cannot say how reliable this 
information is, but it comes to me from good authority, that the English Govern- 
ment is becoming convinced that they will not be able to carry through to the 
full what they have undertaken, and it seems to be the impression that we may 
witness the humiliating spectacle of a sort of back-down and back-out on her 
part. This seems almost incredible, but it also seems incredible that such a 
Power as England should go into a matter of this kind without seeing her way 
through, and that she will take such a position in the matter as would really 
oOlace her in a humitiating position before the world, and especially before the 
ruler in this land. 

There are rumors of troubles in Macadonia; not, however, well defined as yet, 
which may assist in solving the problem now before the Powers. 

You will be interested to know that I have just received from the hands of 
Me. Whittall, Chairman of the Relief Committee in Constantinople, organized by the 
British Ambassador for the distribution of the funde collected in England, the 


sum of £.T. 12,1014, for Sassoon sufferers. This is I believe the first install- 
ment of the subscription known in England as that of the Duke of Westminister’s. 
It is put into my hands to be transmitted for distribution by Messrs. Knapp and 
Cole. It is expected that a further sum @ill be forthcoming shortly. I am 


telegraphing in small sums, to avoid suspicion, this amount; and am now writing 


to Bitlis the full requests and suggestions of the Committee here. They practi- 


cally turn the #hole sum over to the Bitlis missionaries for distribution,

P. S. July Sth. Since writing the above I have attended, the American Minis- 


ters reception to the American Colony; it was quite a pleasant affair, and attend- 
ed by most of the Americans at present in the city. I was informed by the 
Minister that he had good authority for stating that the Russian Government would 
act in harmony with the British on the Armenian question; and I have since learn- 
ed that the British Ambassador has given the assurance that England will not 
retreat from the position she has taken, but will press the matter through, even 
to the extent of using force if needful, and that Russia stands with England in 
this position. I earnestly hope that this may prove to be true. 

I have just received a confidential letter from the Relief Committee referred 
to in my letter, saying that Dr. Raynolds has assurred the British Consul at Van 
that he is willing to help in the relief distribution, and that he has gone 
already to Bitlis for this purpose. The British Ambassador in view of the 
objections of the Turkish Government to both the Bitlis missionaries, is inclined 
to put the relief work into the hands of Dr. Raynolds, and I am assured that 
facilities will be given for distributing this relief in a satisfactory manner.

You will be interested to know that I have Just been informed by the 
Chairman of the Relief Committee, concerning whose payments I wrote you in my 
last letter, that they are now unable to promise any further relief for distri- 
bution in the Moush region, It looks as if the generosity of the English 
public will end swith the sum now paid over to me, namely £1,000.sterling, and 
which our people at Bitlis have already in hand for distribution.

A late letter from you referred to the matter of the 
restrictions placed upon the work of Dr. Kimball in Van, and asked what could 
be done to secure her a diploma to practice as a physician. Mr. Terrell hes 


attempted to do something in this matter upon Mr. Dwight’s representation; but 


I am positive that his efforts cannot result in success. You will recall that 


when Miss Kimball took her examination at the Medical School some years ago the 


Government then took the ground that they would not issue diplomas to women, 


but that they might be allowed to practice as midwives. Miss Kimball conse- 
quently took her exemination for a midwife’s certificate; this certificate she 
obtained; under it she is not allowed to administer any medicine whatever. 

The Ministers contentton has seen that as Miss: Kimball presented herself for 
examination for a physician’e diploma and as later on they admitted Mise Eddy 
to an examination and tssued to her a diploma, thet they must now, without a 
further examination grant & physisten’s diploma to Miss Kimball. It has seemed 
to me from the first an unpeasonable request; 4s we Gan get the Government. to 
admit Miss Kimball to an examination, Sean wittch under the present strong 
feeling existing against foreigners and againet female practitioners, ct will be 
fully as much as we Gen expect. In case we are successful in this Miss Kim- 
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ball must be willing to submit to the examination. The issue, therefore, with 
the Government should be simply on the question of the admission of Miss Kimball 
to the examination for a physician’s diploma. In view of the fact that Miss 
Eddy has received such a diploma I think we may hope for success. If anything 
can be done in America through the State Department in the direction of instruc- 
tions to Mr. Terrell to press vigorously in Miss Kimball’s behalf it would help 
matters very much; and it may be that these days are quite as favorable as any 
for pressing such a request. I think we should be prepared for a long con- 
test over the matter. I do not think it needful that Miss Kimball come on here 


just at present, provided you are able to do something at your end in the line

On Saturday last I received a telegram from Dr. Par- 
dated Tredtzend, October 12th, saying, safe telegraph Boston”. 


I sent forward this message on the same day which I hope you received in due 


-  gourse, This indicated to us that some’ unusual occurance had taken place 


in the city of Tribizond. At present we have not received complete and 

reliable information, but enough has owen received to indicate that an attack 
has been made by the government on the Christians of that place; probabiy tn , 
retaliation for an attempt madé, presumably by Armenians, upon the iife ef the 


‘late Governor of the Province of Yan who was passing through the obty some 
weeks ago. He was fired upon several times, one shot taking effest and 


wounding him in the knee. We have been informed that most of the Frank 


inhabitants fled to the ships in the harbor during thts attack upon the peopie 

in the city. The Government of Russia was applied to for eesistanve ia 

furnishing a refuge and responded by sending two boats of her Vokhunteer Fleet. 
Our lately appotnated Consuls, Messre. Chilton and Hunter: who have aot 


been able to advance any: further than Trebizond to ~thetp respective gosta, 
were in the city at the time and telegraphed tadieating that they found netuge 
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with the British Consul. You probably will get from Dr. Parmelee himself 
later on a fuller and more satisfactory account than I can give at present. 

The present situation ts exceedingly unsatisfactory; most of the Apme- 
nian shops and stores in Constantinople have been closed for over two weeks 
and advices from the tatertor indicate that the country is in a state of terror, 
In the meantime the Powers do not seem to be--cotive towards securing a better 
Situation. In this city the police force has been considerably augmented 
and while there is continual aporehension of trouble there seems to be no 
immediate prospect of anything that will boring danger to the lives of the 


inhabitants.

I have just had a letter from Mr. Baird of Monastir 


Station, written on behalf of the station, in regard to the present unsatis- 


factory state of Miss Cole’s health. Mr. Baird writes me confidentially and 
requests me to treat his letter confidentially as far as our circle here is 
concerned, but I will, of course, be justified in making you acquainted with 
the substance of the letter I have just received. He states that while it 
is yet uncertain whether they will be obliged to take steos to send Miss Cole 
to America before long, it seems not improbable that she may reach a point 
where it will be unwise, or perhaps hazardous, to insist upon her pemaining; 


her condition being such as to suggest the possibility of complete mental 


break down, This reminds me that I perhaps am somewhat at fault in failing 
to write as I had intended to write in regard to her condition. Last summer 
Miss Cole spent four weeks with us at our island retreat and while there both. 
Mrs. Peet and myself, as well as the ladies with us, became satisfied that her 
mental condition was certainly in a very critical state. We felt that it 
was quite uncertain whether she would be able to get through the year and we 
were very much relieved when we heard that what seemed to be ample provision 
had been made for herp assistance. We felt quite sorry that she was unable 
to spend a longer time with us because her improvement was so evident as to 
make it seem exceedingly desirable for her to stay on, but she seemed to feel 
it incumoent upon her to attend the meeting of her Mission and to go an from 
there to Monastir with the delegates. It was bacause she went from here to Samako 
where the meeting was held and there came into contact with the members of 
her own Station and the Mission Doctor that we felt justified in leaving her = ~: 
case to her more immediate circle of workers, 

Mr. Baird has now written me to ask if he will be justified in incurring 
the expense necessary for sending her to America, tn case hater on it becomes 
plain that she ought not to stay longer. I have replied to him that he would

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be justified in incurring this expense and urged vim, in case it seemed 
necessary to do so, to provide her with suitable escort so that she might 
not be subjected to the nervous strain attendant upon traveling alone. I am 
also reminded that I had determined, after conversation with Miss Cole last 
summer, to recommend to the Prudential Committee to make her a grant of $100. 
as an additional assistance towards her expenses while in England in the 
summer of 1894, It seems that before starting to England the Mission made an 
estimate of her probable expenses and the grant, $200. was made before she 
left Monastir. It turned out that her expenses exceeded considerably the 
estimate made. I went over her accounts quite carefully and felt satisfied 
that the estimate made was too small; quite a number of unlooked for circum- 
stances occurred to increase her traveling expenses and stay in England. She 
fell into quarantine on the way and was obliged to send for Mr. Baird to come 
to Nish to meet her; all of this expense was charged to her personal account. 
So after taking into aocount her expenses and salary she seemed to have expend- 
ed $150. or $175. more than the estimate. She succeeded through economy in 
her living expenses in gaining upon her indedtedness about $50. I am afraid 
that these financial matters have had something to do with her present condi- 
: tion and I very much wish that the Board could see its way clear to make her 
a a grant of about $100. towards her indebtedness; possibly this would cheer her 
| so that she mignt go through the winter without a break down, altho I fear her 
difficulty is too far advanced to be relieved in any way short of a comolete 
cessation of work and responsibility.

I have your letter of O6tober 26th, written from Leipzig, as 
well also as yours written from London, Liverpool) and Boston; the three later 
having reathed me yesterday owing to the délay caused by washouts in Bulgaria. 

To place the conodlusion of my letter first we all feel that you should 


come right on to Constantinople: there has been quite a serious intarruption 


in the railway communication between here and Vienna, but that is now repetred, 
or at least it is arranged so that the trains come through regularly, altho 
for the last two days the arrival has been several hours later than sdedule 


time, The political sky is decidedly “squally”, but we anticipate no further 
demonstration in this city; while ware canndt be carried on with as mwoh Pras- 
dom as formerly, still Lt 48 much the same situation in that regard aa whén 
you left Constantinople, excepting somewhat more of suspicion and fear. Ae Be 
the personal safety of the Americans 3 think we all feel that there is no imme- 
diate danger, ‘There is a feeling quite general in the different Embassies thet 
through some pisiag on the part of what f¢ ocatiad the literal clement umong ‘the 
Turks the Sultan may pe deathrowned. Several attempts in this direction have 
already been mags, but without success. In such an event it is undepided what 
position the army would take and it is possible that such an event might te 
followed by an attempt to massacre chriatians and foreigners, but it hardly 
seems probable,in a city where the foreign population is 80 great that any 
attempt in that direction could proceed to any considerable length; sd while we 
feel that there is some element of denger in our situation herd, it te BD feats 
and so uncertain as to make it probetle that you would gaia anything 
on the side of safety in remaining ff any place short of your destinatiea. 
You will be in the same situatiqn wfth the rest of us and I cannot purevede 
myself that any event caloulated to put our livee in danger will ocour si¢hout 
proper provision for safety being made By Out own and other governmente, 

I have consulted with all the brethren on the subject and this te eve 
united wisdom. We ehail be very gled to sa@ you on your arrival and hope yu 
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will not fail to telegraph us when you take the train at Vienna. 
I am glad to report the safe arrival of 36 boxes shipped fram Boston by 
S. S.*Pavonia”, August 24th.

P. S. Since writing the above letter we have received information that the 
interior of the country, especially in the provinces known as Armenia and

eastward, is in a state of complete insubordination and revolt. I have just had 
on good authorhty that the official dispatches at the Porte indicate the whole 
country ablaze fMemaMiRlis to Aleppo. The report in regard to Zeitoun 
seems to be confirmed, that the Armenians with arms and cannon, uniform and flag, 
have succeeded in driving out the Turks from that place and that they are mas- 
ters of the situation there. We have been unable to get telegrams from Bitlis 
for five or six days and even the Minister has failed to get responses to his 
repeated telegrams. A very serious affair has taken place in the city of 
Bitlis, resulting in the death of some eight hundred according to Turkish 
accounts. | 

Me. and Mrs. Larkin, Mr. Hubbard and family are here, but the Government 
now refuses to give teskeries for going into the interior of the country. 
This looks pretty “squally”, but still we advise you to come on as matters 
seem to be quiet in this part of the land. 
| The Ottoman Bank and Credit Lyonnais are both reported to be in serious 
financial straits. The stock exchange in the city is in a state of panic owing 
to their failure to realize on their operations. Turkish stocks, bank shares, 
etg.seem to be falling at a tremendous pate.

ion is shared by all] the stations in the field. J] think the difficulty | 
probably arises from a failure on the part of the station to apply the reduc- 
tion in the appropriations equally among the various interests represented, 

‘ If Mr. MOLachlan has failed to receive any part of the $500.00 it is because 
the station have insisted upon keeping for their own use the proportion of that 


sum granted them by the Prudential Committee. 


I have just received the following telegrams; “Harpoot, November 13, 1895. 
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Rev. Judson Smith, D. OD. 


Third telegram. Lives and four buildings saved- eight burned- houses stripped- 


country desolated- many thousand dependent- money needed. Barnum,” 


“Mardin, November 14th, 1895. The inhabitants of the burned villages 
are in great need of daily food and clothing- money is needed very much for 
their pelief. Andrus” 

In response to these telegrams I have at once replied putting fifty pounds 
at the credit of each locality from our relief money on hand; this, together 
with sums promised to Trebizond and elsewhere, nearly exhausts the sum in hand. 
We hope much from the telegrams which have recently been sent through the 
Legation to America, and from the collection which you yourselves are making. 

The French Ambassador has heard today that five hundred persons have been 
Killed in the city of Harpoot; eight hundred in Sivas, and four thousand in 
Gurun. The reports which have been coming to us of late from all parts of 
Armenian Asia Minor indicate that this work of massacre and pillage has spread 
well nigh over the country and has resulted in the loss of thousands of lives 
and left multitudes of people shelterless and dependent upon their friends 
in far away countries. The worst of it seems to be that all this has been 
 Girected from high circles here and that largely since the so called reform 
scheme had been agreed upon by His Majesty and the European Powers. It is 
hardly possible to conoeive of a way in which His Majesty could offer a more 
Stinging insult to the foreign powers than he has done in this way. It is 
certainly to be hoped that the Powers will reckon it an insult and proceed to 
avengeit. As before stated we have sent appeals to America through the 
Legation and the Associated Press in the hope that our entire country may be 


aroused for this time of need in this land. It may be, in case the Powers 


allow matters to drift along as at present, that efforts in the way of relief

Mwork may be prohibited by the Government, but I think it most probable that 
some way will be found to properly distribute all the funds that may come into

You will be interested to know that following the difficulty in the Moush 
region in regard to distribution I suggested to the Committee here the desira- 
bility of getting from the Committee in London permission to widen the field to 
which their assistance might be given. I was informed yesterday that a commu- 


nication had been received from the Duke of Westminister agreeing to this, and 


in consultation with the Chairman of the Fund the sum of £.T, 1,000. was appro- 
priated to each Harpoot and Erzroom and £.T, 500. each to Trebizond and Mardin, 
The action of the London Committee practically puts the whole of the funds 

unexpended and now in hand, namely, £8,000. at our disposal, and we are trying 


to make the most ef this until other funds reach us, We are suggesting to

Mr. Grawford that he go to Trebizond and help Dr. Parmelee in that large center 
and one too that is easily accessible for us. 

A new difficulty confronts us now and that is the transmission of money 
into the interior. From almost every station our missioneries are telegraphing 
that soney is not to be had and that we must find some means for reaching then. 
I have thus far been unable to make any arrangements with the Administration 
of the Public Debt or the Tobacco monopoly, from both of which institutions I 
had expected to get help. We seem to be shut up to the Turkish Post which 
cannot be said to be exactly safe; but in sone instances rather than to leave 
our people in want I have answered their telegrams by remitting gold through 
the post; happily thus far we have met with no loss. What surprises me is 
that in large centers like Harpoot and Ergroom apparently no money is to be 
found; doubtless much has been carried off in the sack of these cities and 
doubtless much also is hoarded. Just how we shall compass this present diffi- 
culty and supply our friends in the interior with funds needed for their support 
and transmit the large sums required for relief work is at present an unsolved 
problem. In the meanwhile the want in the interior increases. I have just 
bad a communication from the Armenian Patriarch begging me that I undertake the 
transmission to various places in the interior money he has on hand for his 
people, I hope we shall find some means for meeting the present difficulty, 
but at present the outlook is not encouraging. 

You will be interested in the enclosed letter from Mr, Marsh which explains 
itself. 

We have todey received intelligence of a terrible massacre in Marash and 


Aintab. In both these places our missionaries are safe; they seem to have

escaped unharmed, but in Marash to have suffered loss in the burning of the 


Seminary building. It is the eld story of murder, plunder and burning. These 
massacres must have been going on while the Sultan was writing his famous letter 
read by Lord Salisbury during his speech at Brighton on the 19th instant. We 
send you today via Philippopolis @ telegram covering these points and answering 
yours in regard to the Arakelians at Harpoot, and the missioneries at Marash; 
also stating the difficulty we are having in getting ue, Penrel brought up 

to the point where he can make a demand for indemnity for losses in Harpoot. 


He seems to need sharp instructions in order to press any demand.

On receipt of your letter of November 2ist I sent you a 
cable stating that our ladies at Ada Bazar were safe and that we are in uninter- 
rupted communication with them. We hear from them very frequently and now and 
then friends from Ada Bazar come to Constantinople through whom we are able to 
learn of their welfare and to send packages, boxes and the like so that we are 
able to keep them supplied with whatever may be needful for their comfort, not 
procurable at Ada Bazar. Several weeks ago | wrote to the ladies in regard 

to their welfare and to ascertain how they felt about holding on at their post. 
They did not see any reason for retiring from their work and they seemed to have 
full confidence in the authorities at Ada Bazar and in their native friends 
about them. We do not think that their place is likely to be visited as those 

places in Kastern Turkey have been; it seezs probable that the massacres which 
undoubtedly have been ordered from the Palace are to be confined, with some 
possible exceptions, to the six provinces embraced in the scheme of reforms, and 
unless some change later on is made in the Sultan’s attitude towards the provin- 
ces in this direction it is not probable that the dreadful experiences which 


have fallen upon the provinces in Armenia will be repeated in those nearer the

capital. I have arranged a secret code with the ladies for advising, in a 
way not to arouse suspicion, of approaching danger, and should it become needful 
to bring the ladies away from Ada Bazar, or should they become unwilling to 
remain there we would give attention at once to their removal. 

| am telegraphing to you to-day as follows, “Massacre at Cesarea- mission- 
aries safe- no further particulars”. | learned a few days ago from official 
sources that a massacre had quite lately taken place at Cesarea and telegraphed 
to our friends asking after their welfare; today Dr. Dodd replies, “We are all 
in health”. The message contains no further particulars and we shall probably 
have. to await letters to ascertain in what condition they passed through their 
visitation. 

It is difficult for us to understand fully the long period of inaction 
maintained by the Kuropean Powers; we know, of course, that they find it diffi- 
cult to agree on the ouestion of the partition of the kmpire, in case it is 
decided to make an end of the Ottoman rule. It is probably held by all that 
the Turk has forfeited forever the confidence of the kuropean Powers and that 
the Sultan’s promises can be relied upon no longer. I suppose it is the 
gravity of the situation in this respect that makes it so difficult for the 
Powers to decide upon a course of action. ket us hope that their work may 
be thorough and that when they act it may be in a more decisive fashion than 
has hitherto characterized their dealings.

from European observation. It. is hardly possibie to exaggerate the dreadful 
condition into which the survivors. in the. devastated regions have been plunged. 

You will notice that the .hecktograpb copy of. the Cesgarsa letter speake of the. 
village of Boorban which was raided by five suaneessive dands of robbers, until 
nearly every available thing .bad been carried off and. that the wheat and flour. 


in the village, beyond what. the raiders could carry ayay, was destroyed, in 
order that the inhabitants whom the sgord had. spared might die of hunger.

You will be interested to know that the Armenian Patriarch has applied 
to me for assistance in remitting to the interior the sums .he has collected 
for the relief of his people. I have been very willing to take upon myself 
this additional burden of work because of the respect I have for the Armenian 
Patriarch and from sympathy with him in these trying times. It has also seemed 
to me that these troubles were bringing the Protestants and Gregorians together 
as fellow sufferers in a common calamity, and .I think our services to the .people 
at such a time as this cannot but tell upon.our work in this land. I have 


received and remitted for the Patriarch up to the present time, £.f. 1,950.

Dr You will be interested to know what we are doing in the way of relief. 
At Trebizond a very interesting work has developed under Dr: Parmelee’s guid- 
ance. We have sent Mr. Crawford to his relief. He reports between three 
and four thousand on his list and that the people from the interior villages 
are now flocking into the city for the winter; doubtless his list will increase 
still further. To start the work,on ‘his first appeal I sent him £.T. 50 from 
our own fund, and later on secured from the British fund £ 500 sterling which 
will carry bim well along into the winter,/ In addition to this I have remitted 
him &.T. 200 on behalf of the Armenian Patriarch; money paid to me for trans- 
aission. 

For Erzroom the British Committee appropriated 1,000 sterlingy/and 
I have remitted for the Armenian Patriarch £.7. 500. 

The work in Van is vigorously pushed under Miss Kimball and Mr. Allen. The 
funds for this work are, in the main, designated by the donors. 

Since Mr. Cole’s return to Bitlis from Moosh the British Committee here 


have sent him a hundred liras for work in the region of Bitlis.

Immediately on receipt of a telegram from Mardin stating that refugees from 
the burned villages were coming into their city for assistance I telegraphed

1 have yours of December 27th and 30th. Our relief 


work is growing upon our hands with astonishing rapidity and it has now reached 


a magnitude which is really colossal; our missionaries in Trebizond, Erzroon, 


Bitlis, Van, Mardin, Harpoot, Sivas, Cesarea, Aintab, Marash, Hadjin are all 


doing more or less in the way of relief and have all received appropriations 


from our own and the British funds yand to most of these places the Armenian 


Patriarch has sent through us additional remittances. We have made up and 
sent off from here nearly two hundred large bales and boxes of clothing and 
material for clothing to various centers in the interior. It is difficult to 
ship goods destined for relief, from Constantinople, as shipments of this kind 
are continually watched by the government and the government seems determined 


to do all in its power to prevent relief of any sort reaching the Armenians. #* 


I to-day receiyed a call from an official of the railway,running from Haidar 


Pasha into Angora, over which we were shipping some of these goods to Cesarea, 


the only point in the interior we can now reach from Constantinople, our other 


Shipments being to seaport towns like Trebizond and Samsoun and Mersine where 


there are agents who receive the goods and watch their opportunity to send then 


by some safe conveyance into the interior. The official above referred to stated

that our last shipment had been detained at Haidar Pasha, below Scutari, for 
examination and notwithstanding the goods had been passed through the custon- 
house on this side and had been sealed with the seal of the custom-house, the 
. police authorities had sent a commission across the Bosphorus to Haidar Pasha 
to measure the boxes and investigate to see whether they could be safely allowed 


to proceed to Angora. What this will amount to | cannot now say; it is a straw 


showing the direction in which the wind is blowing here. Our people in Harpoot 
and Bitlis have reported interference on the part of the government, but through 


the kind efforts of the British Ambassador orders have been sent from here to 


remove the difficulties. 


You will be interested to know that the Armenian Patriarch’s remittances 


through my office now amount to five thousand liras and he bas just notified 


me that he will make some further remittances. 
The British Ambassador lately informed the Relief Committee that he pro- 


posed to get an appeal issued in kngland to be endorsed by the British Govern- - 


nent asking for sixty thousand pounds sterling to be distributed under the 


auspices of the kelief Committee here. He sent for me to call upon him at 
the kmbassy to consult with regard to this matter in which he takes a very 
deep interest. (te has been ill for some time and on this occasion was unable 
to leave his bed and received me in his bed-roomj fe went over the matter 
Quite fully of the distribution of this large sum of money and after getting 
the details of the matter settled to his satisfaction he telegraphed it to Lord 
balisbury, who I understand is to see that it is laid in proper shape before 
he British public. After expressing himself in terms of highest praise in 
lew of the noble work conducted by our missionaries in this land and the debt

The more one learns of the massacres that have taken place throughout Asia Minor 


mm the deeper becomes the impression that we live among a people who need the Gospel 


of our Lord and Saviour. While we are becoming bound closer day by day to our 


Armenian friends as being also the only channels through which giits of mercy 


and kindness come to them, one cannot forget the deplorable condition in which 


the Turkish population of this country are as illustrated in the events of 


the last year and a half; it is an awful illustration of the spirit 


of Mohammedanism and it makes one look forward with earnest longings to the time 
when this people may be reached with the Gospel. 


My last letter spoke of the extent of our relief work. It has been growing 


ln magnitude every day since, and it has brought upon us, and especially upon ny 


office, a vast amount of labor and care and responsibility. The gifts of the

T hardly think we would feel it wise to entrust any of our funds to 


this society, but of course we will do what we can to work with 
them in such a way as to make the most of their abilities whatever 


they may be.

I have lately had an experience which is in some respects 
quite a remarkable one, and a story which I doubt not will prove exceedingly 
interesting to you. | am generally backward in making known experiences of 
this sort, but this one I ought at least to share with you because of its bearing 
upon our relations to the people for whom we have labored so long. 

I have frequently referred in my letters to the work I have undertaken for 
the Armenian Patriarch, and also to the extent of it. The sums thus far paid 
Over by the Patriarch for his people amount to very nearly thirteen thousand 
pounds Turkish (£.T. 13,000.). The Patriarch has also stimulated his people 
to gather large quantities of clothing, etc., which has been taken by us from the

Tior. This service for the Patriarch has brought me into very close relations 
With him and he has never failed to express himself in terms of deepest grati- 


tude for services rendered. He has also on more occasions than one spoken in 


teras of highest admiration of the character of the American missionaries through’ 


Out the land and of his admiration of their noble heroism, of their devotion to 


the people in whom they are interested. I was quite surprised a few days ago 
to receive a call from the Patriarch’s private secretary, who occupies the 


Position of director of the large central school in Galata, some 500 pupils,

a graduate of Oxford, a refined and polished gentleman. He came to state that 
the Patriarch was confronted with a great and exceedingly difficult question.

to above. 1 assured my caller that I would at once call upon the Patriarch, 
and shortly after was on my way to the Patriarcn’s official residence, accompan- 
led by Hagoo Kifendi Matteosian, the late Vakeel of the Protestants, who has 
long been on very intimate terms with the Patriarch. We found the Patriarch 
duite alone and were at once’ushered into his private office. After a short 
conversation in regard to the situation in the various localities where our 
relief distribution was going on and a comparison of reports which each had 
received from the field, the Patriarch himself introduced the great question 
Which was weighing upon his mind.

As We 


passed out my companion said to me that he had witnessed an interview which in 


some respects he considered to be one oi the most remarkable incidents that had 


happened in the history of tue Mission. His own recollection took him back to 


the time when the feeling on the part of the Armenian clergy toward the American 


missionaries was one of hatred and bitterness. He had now seen the highest 
ecclesiastic of the Armenians in lurkey begging of the missionaries that they 
have bis peoole in keeping. I can assure you that to me it was a very affecting 
Minterview and I want to pass on through you to the churches of America the Patri- 
arch’s request. made in view of his probable separation from his peovle and their 
abandonment to the mercies of the Turkish power- don’t forget the Armenians. 
ill the churches of America accept this charge, and will they in this time of 
neir extremity stand by this persecuted and down trodden people and remember 
nem in their prayers and in their gifts. 

I have only to add that I found an opportunity the next day to call upon the 
ritish Ambassador before whom I laid the circumstances of the Patriarch’s case. 


is Excellency had already been informed of the situation and his sympathies 


mci to oave already been enlisted in the Patriarch’s behalf. His opinion very 


pcidedily was in fevor of the Patriarch’s remaining at his post, even under the 7 


tiicult circumstances in which he found himself olaced; he offered the Embassy, 


} case of need, as a refuge for the Patriarch from violence. 1 had quite a 


agthy and satisfactory interview and soon thereafter went again to the Patri- 


if and informed him in substance of the views held by the Ambassador with regard 
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(Rev. Judson Smith, D. D. 5.) 
to his situation. 1 was now able more strongly than before to urge upon the 
Patriarch that it seemed to be unmistakably his duty to hold on in hls present 
position. The Patriarch was very much encouraged during this visit and it seen 
ed to have lifted auite a load from his mind and ncart and to haye enabled bim 
to see his way more clearly. can hardly describe to you the cordial way in 
which we parted on this occasion. 

The circumstance I have narrated with its attendant anxieties took up the 
best oart oi two days, but { felt that the time had been well snent. I certain 
ly felt repaid for the time and attention given to it. My hope is that it may 
be a step toward the breaking down of the wall of separation which has hitherto 


existed between the Americans and the officials of this ancient church, and 


that it may in some measure contrioute to the bringing in of a day when we 

shall stand closer together with tne osople of this interesting race. Do you 
not See the doors opening wider, even amid the present distress and trouble and 
sorrow and anguish now upon this land? May it not be that this baptism of 
sorrow which has fallen upon this peonle is the preparation for a great spiritual 
Dlessingr A time when nisunderstandings snall clear up and the true character 
of our work be understood and aporeciated? 

In closing this letter I feel inclined to request that the circumstanee I 
have stated be used quite confidentially. Nearly all of our missionary and 
religious publications come back to Turkey. The Patriarch may be able to 
continue at his post; I am sure he will if be can. |} would not like to see this 
entire story in print in this land; 1 think it might do harm. 


You probably may 
be able to make use of the story in your public addresses. I do not think this 


is the time to make use of it by publication. 
There are wany indications that the door of opportunity among the Arme- 


nians is opening to us very widely. Do not let us put this fact too quickly 
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before the eyes of the people of this land. Time will bring us rapidly into 


a position which will tax to the utmost our ability to fill it; let us quietly 
fill up to the measure of our ability what God may give us of opportunity and 
influence. Oub influence in this land with the Armenian people will soon have 
a power well nigh irresistable if we are discreet enough not to make the fact 


too public.
